SIR, 


: OU have Seen me ſufficient aſſu- 
ranccs of the continuance of your 
Friendſhip in the Letter I now re- 

ceived from you, and by the carneſt deſire 

you expreſs of being informed by me of 
what our Sentiments are in Poland, concern- 
ing the preſent Troubles in Hungary. The 
common report, you ſay, accuſes the French 
of having raiſed the War with the Tark and 
making uſe of Poland to ſet its Engines at 

Work, and put in execution its pernicious 

Deſigns. If you are of the ſame Opinion 

with our Polanders, I ſhall tell you, with 

my accuſtomed freedom, that you do nor 
wholly wrong them ; For it i9 true that my 
A 2 Country 
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Country-men, for ſome years paſt have ſut- 
fered thenifelves to be ovyer-reacht by the 
French, and that by treating with them too 
Ingenuouſly, they have inſenſibly been 
drawn 1n to bear a part with them in their 
evil Practices ; and among others,in fayour- 
ing the Malecontents in Hungary. They 
ackndaled e at preſent, though perhaps too 
late, theit fun and begin to fear leſt they 
have purchaſed to themſelves Enemies, who 
after they have filled their own Country 
with Deſolation, their Ambition and Bar- 
barity may make them turn their Arms 
againſt Po/and. Sir, we love our (elves, and 
our Friendſhip cannot conſiſt with thoſe Peo- 
ples Maximes. "Their Politiques appear to 
us ſo much the more criminal, becauſe 
there is no juſt revenge, but that which ob- 
liges us to fight our Enemies with our Arms 
in our Hands, and openly ; nor any fo bale, 
as that which makes us uſe wicked Deviles, 
and execrable T reaſons as the Inſtruments 
of their Ruine. I have a great eſteem for 
the Sarmatians, becauſe they had tliis good 
Quality, that they never ſuffered their ſuſ- 
pirions to prevail againſt any Mans credit, 
and that they choſe always rather to judge 
of others according to their own Inclinations, 
than upon bare conjeures think them ca- 
pable

pable of Malice. And1I beg of you, 'Sir, to 
afford me the ſame Juſtice,at ſuch time as at 
the Diet of Raticbonne, you unravel Pene- - 
pes weaving, and condemn my Countri- 
mens wicked Politicks. I grant you, that 
the Hungarians, that by their caballing and 
Seditiouſnels have been baniſhedtheir Coun- 
try, have found in Poland both refuge and 
Friends to proteR them. Ieaſily alſo acknow- 
ledge, that the original of all the Eyils you 
complain of, has its riſe from an abuſe ofthe 
Liberty that we have in Germany. You may 
alſo reckon up ſo many FaQtions and Parries, 
whether in Peace or War, as there are lit- 
tle Kings, that in theſe laſt Ages have raiſed 
themſelves to the Royal Authority, and 
eſtabliſhed their Throne in the midſt of Ger- 
7any. Now after this,you ought not to be 
{urprized to ſee that our Governours have 
__ the Favour of Hoſpitality to thoſe 
that complained that their Liberty was ta- 
ken from them in their Country, and that 
all Laws were yiolated to oppreſs them in 
the higheſt degree ; ſince humanity it ſelf,and 
the right of Neighbourhood could not let 
them refuſe to admit them, till ſuch time 
asthey were reconciled to the Emperour the 
Sovereign and Maſter. It may yet be pre- 
ſumed that the French protefted them, 
AY} thinking 


(4) 
thinking there was ſome merit in proteCt- 
ing the Miſerable oppreſſed. I am alſo of 
Opinion, that the Polanders were perſuaded 
ro ſuffer among themſelves thoſe that came 
from Hungary baniſhed their Country, and 
deprived of their Goods, upon thoughts of 
preſerving them to the Empire and Chriſti- 
anity; and to the end that their Deſpair 
might not oblige them to have recourle 
to rhe Turk, to obtain his Proteftion. It ic 
was the French Deſign in theſe laſt Wars 
of Germany to draw more buſineſs upon the 
Emperour, and divide his Forces ; it ought 
to be remembred that we are not to mind in 
an Enemy either craft, or violence. How- 
ever, I condemn that way of proceeding, 
which occaſioned them to bear an Enemies 
Heart in time of Peace; and have a Horrour 
at their fomenting the troubles of Hungary 
with their Forces and Counſel. T his Ma- 
nagement breaks the moſt ſacred bonds of 
Friendſhip and Peace. So have always, 
and many others with me, thought ir very 
11l that Frenchmen ſhould goout of our Coun- 
try, as it were out of the Trojan Horſe, to go 
as Spies into Hungary and Tranſylvania, for 
to raiſe Troubles, and encourage the diſ- 
contented ſomuch the more by giving them 


Mony and Arms. All Exrope knows how 
Bohan- 
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Bohancy,the Head of the Rebels of Tranſylua- 
nia, with ſome French of the ſame Leyen, 
famous for their Crimes commitred im Hwun- 
gary, run up and down to raiſe Seditions, 
and join themſelves to the Rebels. How- 
ever, the unviolable obſervance due to ſo 
ſolemn a T reaty of Peace, made me doubr, 
whether France did Authoriſe this Condutt ; 
and I could no longer fix my Suſpicions up- 
on the moſt Chriſtian King , when I refleCt- 
ed, it has alwayes been fatal to Soycreigns, 
by many Examples, to reduce Subjects to 
Reyolr, or to maintain or protet them when 
they havye roſe againſt their Lawful Prince. 
Beſides, I was never ſo bold or raſh as to 
cry down the Glory of Kings and Sovercigns; 
- and II can fay, that if Fortune had been an- 
{werable tomy Government, having never 
offendedany Body in my life] ſhould be very 
happy. The moſt Chriſtian King,by the for- 
runate Succeſs of his Arms, the greatneſs of 
his Exploits and ViRories, has raiſed his 
Glory to ſo high a Pitch, that he ought on- 
ly to uſe it with moderation, and it is need- 
leſs for hira to uſe unworthy artifices for to 
make himſelf more Glorious. Souls truly 
Royal and Magnanimous, have always de- 
ſpiſed the Conqueſts they could more cafily 
obtain by Cunning than by force of _ 

n 
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And. it was through this ſentiment, worthy 
a great Heart, that Alexandcr the Great 
ſharply rebuked his Favourite Parmenig, 


who would haveput him upon a crafty De- 


'_ f1gn, ſaying to him, That it wasfit only for 
Robbers to have recourſe to T reachery, as 
their only means to compaſs their Thetts. 
Nevettheleſs, becauſe the Miniſters of Prin- 
ces are People more zealous in their Em- 
ployments than they ſhould be, and hold 
that they may lawfully commit all ſorts of 


Injuſtice for their Sqvereign's intereſt, provi- | 


ded at the ſametime they do their bulineſs ; 
] thought it might poſſibly be the ſame in 
' France. The better to aſſure my {elf in this 
belief, I would be informed by thoſe Gen- 


tlemen, that Keep the Bank here of the - 


French mony ( for we neyer want ſome Po- 
landers, who had rather live under the 
French Slavery, than be ſatisfied with the 
liberty of Poland) what great concerns the 
French had with the Duke of Tranſylvania, 
Apafiins, ſo much conſtrained to the Turks 
Party, what were the Deſigns and Intenti- 
ons, and to what end was ſo much com- 
ing and going of Akakia,Dn Vernay Boucauld, 
and all the other Expreſles- 
 - Ar laſt, I found they gave no other Rea- 
ſon, but that the French were at preſent in 


Poſlcfton, 
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Poſleſſion, and going through all Countrys, 
that they found every where Friends and 
Allies; and that they were at laſt arrivedat 
the time of fulfilling the deſire they had long 
had of ſeeing themſelves Maſters of all the 
World. This is it theſe French Prophets 
boaſt of, foundipg their hopes and pretenſi- 
ns upon this ground, that there is no other 
way of oppoſing the Houſe of 4»ſtria, which 
aſpires to the entire Monarchy of all Exrope, 
but the French King's entring into a League 
with the Terk , and there making an Alli- 
ance, and joyning their Forces by vertue of 
a Treaty, confirmed with an Oath taken 
upon the Holy Evange/iſts; but this you 
$ may learn better from the Original; ag if it 
could ever be juſtifiable to revenge one in- 
jury with another wrong done to all Chri- 
ſtendome, and the DeſtruCtion of our Holy 
Mother the Church. 

Having asked theſe French-men, what 
Prince of the Houſe of 4mtria it was that 
diſturbed France for this Univerſal Monarchy, 
they knew not which to name; this makes 
me believe, that thoſe who judge of the pre- 
ſent by what is paſt, will without doubt ſay 
that the French and Turks bave long ago 
agreed; and that the French Ambaſſador ar 
Conſtantinople has no greater buſineſs with the 
| IS Ottoman 
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Ottontar! Port, than to inſtru him about 
the Emperors Negotiations in Hungary, as 
a Famous Venetian ſaid before me, and that 
the ſecret intention of the French, is to draw 
the War into thoſe Provinces ofthe King- 
dom of Hungary, that remain as yet undivi- 
ded ; to extend, when they ſhall think fit, 
their Dominions on the other fide, through 
the Ruin of Nations, and Deſtruftion of | 
Chriſtians. | 

However, the French Party every where 
exclaim, and ask, what advantage can the 
loſs of Hungary produce to LEWIS THE 
GREAT: They ſay on the contrary, the 
King endeavours to prelerve it in its obedi- 
ence to the Emperour, and that his Majeſty 
' has given ſufficient Teſtimony of ir to the 
chieteſt Princes in Exrope; when Luxemburg, | 
being attacked on all fides,and ready to Sur- 
render, he leftthe Conquelt of chat impor- 
tant Town, to which he has a juſt Claim, 
as ſoon as he knew that they were inform- 
ed at Vienna,by an extraordinary Courrier, 
that the Turk was bringing all his Forces 
againſt the Empire, and had ordered his 
Army to March towards Relgrade, with a 
Deſign to Invade in this War all Hungary, 
and the Neigbouring Provinces to Auſtria. 
That the moſt Chriſtian King had given a

ſignal demonſtration of his Piety, in not 
hindring , as very advantagiouſly he 
could, the Emperour, and the reſt whom 
the ſame misfortune threatned, from turn- 
ing all their force upon the Enemy, and in 
withdrawing his Troops that were 1n Flan- 
ders and upon the Rhine. We all admired, 
| and highly cxtolled a Condudt fo Glorious, 
ſo Pious, and fo worthy a great Monarch, 
that would at fo high a Rate purchaſe the 
peace and quiet of Chriſtendom ; and with- 
out doubt the French that had come after- 
wards, had received ſincere Praiſes, if the 
= had really been, or but always appear- 
ed the ſame they repreſented it to us, but, 
raiſed be God, the Truth did not always

y all examples of paſt ages, an 

ad for that after their ations in theſe 
latter times, there is no more doubt to be 
made of their ſiniſter dealings. And to be 
fully ſatisfied in this point, it is only ne- 
ceſlary to hear thoſe that are beſt inſtruQ- 
ed in the cauſes. of this rumour which ] 
ſpread abroad. They ſay, that all their 
exaAnels in diſcovering of News has not 
been able to inform them that any acci- 
dent had happened which ſhould giye ccca- 
B 2 {1on 
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fion to the Turk to make a War either in 
Afia, or Greece, Theſſaly, or any of his re- 
mote Provinces ; that nevertheleſs at the 
ſame time they have ſeen in ſeveral Letters 
of the French Emiſſaries, which were diſper- 
ſed 1n Confer, Tranſylvania and Hun- 
gary ; how that laſt year, on the Zoth of De- | 
cember, the War was reſolved upon and 
{worn to againſt the Emperour, in the Pa- 
lace of Conſtantinople, and in the Holy 
Council, which the Turks call Divan, in 
which the Muphti, High Prieſt of the Ma- 
hometan Religion pre{ided. Which ſuffi- 
ciently lays opca the Authors and Procurers , 
of this War ; and clearly ſhews us thar the 
French were not aſhamed, as if it had been 
a famous ation in them, to rake advice in 
the Divan, and applaud the ſucceſs of the 
Negotiations, as they did in their Letters 
writ backwards and forwards to the Rebels, 
1n which they congratulated with them for 
having drawn the Turk to ſuccour them. 
They promiſe cach other in their Letters 
all the advantages they can expe, which 
aim at no leſs than to haye the Emperour 
driven out of his beſt Eſtates, and the Turk 
advance into Chriſtendom, beſtowing Crowns 
on the one ſide,and rewards on the other, ac- 
cording asevery one ſhall have Jaboured with 
him for the freeing of Hungary. |

I lay not the ſtreſs of this upon any falſe 
rumour that has run among. the People ; 
I have aſſured and convincing teſtimonies 
of it ; and the Perſons fram whom I take ir, 
deſerye we ſhould make it a point of Con- 
{cience faithfully to believe them. 

Sir, if you ſuſpended as yet your judge- 
ment upon the French, on account of what 
I have rold you; and if you ſhould as yer 

rliſt in your belief , that the Polangers 

ave had a hand in all this with the French ; 
I would deſire you to examine with that 
juſtice, which in you is uſual, whether what 
I have related unto you is not ſufficient ro 
raiſe all your ſuſpicions. 

There is no body but knows thar in laſt 
J cars allembly, our illuſtrious Hungarians 
loudly proclaimed, that ſuch of their Coun-_ 
try-men, as have been forced to retire to 
other Places, lived only upon ſuch ſupplies 
of Mony, as they received from the French; 
that they would not make their Peace with 
the Emperor, whoſe Clemency extended 
but juſt ſo far as to offer it, and that they 
were reſolved to proſecute rheir enterprize, 
upon aſſurance of the Promiles that were 
made them. So afterwards Akakia renewed 
and confirmed more powertully than ever 
the League and Alliance with the Malecon- 
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tents of Tranſitvania.We alſo ſaw the French 
Emiſlaries without any ſhame of violating 
the Law of Nations, and in Countries of the 
ſolemn Treaty of Peace; though they had + 
been manifeſtly diſcovered in a ſecret Con- 
{piracy, run on, afterwards more then ever 
with an unparallelled Impudence, as if all 
things bad been lawful to them. 

ou that know me, may well imagine 
what a trouble it was to me, to (ee that Po- 
land, my Country, thould be the Theatre 
where all theſe Villanies were atted, and not 
one Polander to be found who might unde- 
ceive the World. 

Yet the Emperor,with his ordinary Mer- 
cy, ſuffered the Malecontents of Hungary 
to uu the next Water with as much quiet 
and ſecurity as they would deſire, to the 
end to draw them by this afteionate con- 
du& to lay down Arms, return to their Du- 
ty, and live peaceably in their Country un- 
der obedience; and I thought they would 
then for ever have left their Rebellion, if 
the Arrifices of the French had permitted 
them to take good counſel. 

We have been inform'd, how 199990 
Florins were ordered at Pars to foment the 
Diſcontent of the Rebels in Hungary, and 
quicken the Turks the more 3- How this Sum

was delivered at Dantzick, the Mctropolis 
of Ro _ and put into the Hands of 
a Banker, whole Name is Fromontius, who, 
afterwards delivered it to the French Emiſſa- 
rics, at ſeveral payments, the better to hide 
the buſineſs. Moreover, we kovew, how the 
Sieur du Vernay Boucauld, Count Techelys 


| \- real Spy, cauſed to be delivered into the 


| bands of the Sieur Valentin Nemeſſan, 11309 
Ducats, to oblige the Malecontents to take 
Arms again, and attack the Cittadel of Zat- 
mar, after the French faſhion, with gilt Ar- 
rows, I mean, to endeayour to gain the Ga- 
riſon, or Citizens, with money. 

You knew, Sir, that in Po/axd, we highly 
CI of this Condu@, which was nor 
totally unknown. The Principal Officers of 
onr Court, before the whole Court, repre- 
ſented to the moſt Chriſtian King's Ambal- 
{adour, that we would no longer allow of 
ſuch things We told them, that by order 
of the whole Senate, we forbid the French 
to aft, as we underſtood they lately had 
done, upon pain of our King's diſpleaſure. 
Monfiexr de Vitry endeavoured to excuſe him- 
ſelf, he produced his Book, aſſuring us, that 
we ſhould not find in all his Accounts that 
the Malecontents in Hungary bad touched 
the money we ſpoke of, and which _— 

C- 
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delivered by his Order. Thus it is that De- 
ceir and Craft hide the 'TI ruth under falſe 
'pretences. 
Notwithſtanding you muſt know,that the 
French Money wear into Hungary, and men 
have bcen employed on purpoſe to ſtop it; 
and even the very Women have not been 
ignorant of the Wiles and PraCtiles of the- 
French. 
The Princeſs Radrivilliana, Widow to the 
Prince of that name, expreſly forbid the ſuf- 
fering any French to pals through her Coun- 
try of Saco/ia, bordering upon Tranſylvania, 
fearing leſt they ſhould, as in other places, 
corrupt the People with mony. Nevettheleſs 
the French, whether it was that they would 
venture all, or whether they thought they 
were ſufficiently diſguiſed not to be known, 
took their Journey through this Princels's 
hereditary Country, and one that was taken 
was carried to her Caſtle, whom ſhe impri- 
ſoned, loaded with Irons, and afterwards 
cauſed to be ſcyerely puniſhed. The Mat- 
gueſs De Vitri, as well as all che Court, ſaw 
this man run backwards and forwards, be- 
ing obliged to take another way. This ge- 
netous Princeſs's Example may convince the 
World that there were thoſe in Poland, who 
condemned the abominable practiſes of the 
French. 
All 
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All the world would have thought; that 
after this the Sieur de Vernay and all his un- 
der Spies would have grown circumſpe& by 
the puniſhment of thezr Companion, orthar 
at leaſt they would have learnt to conceal 
themſelves better. But on the contrary, 
they made it appear by their new behavi- 
'our, that when once a man has gone be- 
' yond the bounds of Honour he 1s fit for 
_ thing. Theſe Gentlemen, the Maſters 
of Perfidiouſneſs, perceived, that they had 
no fairer a convenience for to eatertain a 
commerce with the French Ambaſſadour ar 
Conſtantinople, the Turks, and Malecontents 
in Hugary, than that which they found on 
the borders of Poland. T hey always had cor- 
reſpondence,and had, as often as they could, 
private enterviews with the Sieurs Va7entin 
Nemeſſan, Peter Tagel, and other particular 
Friends and Allies of Teckely. They more- 
over endeayouted to have {till more and 
more frequent Conferences in Tranſilvania, 
ſending firſt one and then another to Paris, 
with the neceſlaty Inſtruftions of all their 
Proceedings. 
So the Emperout's Ambaſladour at this 
Cour, who had notice of all, defired our 
tnolt Serene King of Poland, that his Majeliy 


would be pleaſed to give- order. that no 
C Fre nch- 
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French-rhan, notbcing an Ambaſladour, of 
bearing ſome other Employment, ſhould be 
allowed to ſtay in his Dominions. He added 
to his Entreaty the humble Remonſtrance. 
that the ancient Treaties ſo often renewe 

between the _ and Poland, required it 
for the publick Peace, neither did he omit 
what he had underſtood concerning the Be- | 
haviour of the French in Hungary and Con- 
ftantizople. 'T his occaſioned thar the moſt 
Chriſtian King's Embaſlador was advertized 
by his Majeſty of Poland, to order Akakia 
and Ds Vernay to withdraw. At the ſame 
time he received a ſevere Animadyerſion 
about thoſe Peoples Behaviour. The Scnate 
told him, that we were no longer upon terms 
of conniving, ſince we had been informed, 
that the French more and more ſtirred up 
the Troubles of Hungary, to draw on a Wat 
with the Tark; that we knewfrom good hands 
what Mony they had given for ic, what Ca- 
bals they had had, and the Sieur Du Vernay 
kept every day: We declared that Man 
was a Spy, and a turbulent Perſon, who had 
no other buſineſs to detain him about Leopol, 
but only to treat with the Turks and Male- 
contents, about the means and entring into 
a League together, for to draw the War in- 
_ to Hungary; that therefore we —— ”

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| fired he would cauſe him to retire; The 
Ambaſſador anſwered, that he would nordo 
what we demanded ; he loudly declared , 
that Monſieur Du Vernay was ſent with him 
inro Po/and,to managethe Aﬀairs of the moſt 
Chriſtian King their Maſter. He preſumed 
very confidently to deny, that neither the 
Sicur Du Vernay, nor he, had any commerce 
' with the Hungarians, or Turks; on the con- 
trary, he ſaid, thatthe French King, in lea- 
ving Lyxemburg.had (ufficicntly teſtified how 
earneſtly he deſired the Peace of Chriſten- 
dom, much leſs to give an occaſion of ſuf 

Qing the French of any ſiniſter Deſign: 

e promiſed however, to take away, as he 
faid, all Suſpitions, that the Sicar Du Vernay 
ſhould go to Varovia, and that there he 
ſhould execute his moſt Chriſtian Majeſlies 
commands. However, the Sieur Du Vernay, 
upon the news of all theſe Accuſations, had 
retired to a Convent of Schiſmatick Monks, 
of the Order of St. Bafil. And this did not 
put an end to theſe PraCtices, ſo unworthy 
the name of Chriſtianity. 

Some time afrer,the Emperours Ambaſla- 
dour diſcovered that new {ums of Mony were 
come to Dantzick for the French. Thisand 
many other things which he underſtood at 
the fame tume,obliged _ to renew hisPray- 

2 crs 
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ers to his Majeſty of Poland. He had Audi- 
ence in the Preſence of the Marquefs De V- 
try, the French Embaſlador, and before the 
whole Senate. He {poke a long time, and all 
his Speech conſiſted of Complaints againft 
* the Sieur Du Vernay: He ſaid, he had only 
changed the Place, and not his way. of Pro- 
ceeding, and ſtill daily continued his Crafts 
in Poland. He produced a Paper he had recei- ' 
ved by the laſt Poſt ; by which he was gi- 
ven to underſtand, that the remainder of the 
Mony the French had engaged for to the 
Rebels, by the agreement made between 
them of one hundred thouſand Florins, was 
lately delivered at Dantzick. He ended, be- 
ſeeching his Majeſty of Poland, to be plea- 
ſed now at laſt to purge his Dominions of 
thoſe dangerous and ſeditious Men, who by 
all means fomented theT roubles of Hungary. 
He ſaid, the Miſeriesof Hungary would reach 
Poland, ſince the Toleration they had, ten- 
dedto the Violation of the Treaty ofPeace, 
tillnow always inviolably obſerved. He pro- 
teſted, if we gave not fatisfaftion to his de- 
mands, he ſhould be obliged to publiſh in 
all Princes Courts, and would make known 
to all Europe , that the French, by their abo- 
minable Merhods and Praiſes, are the Au- 
thors of the Troubles of Hungary and Tran- 
fulvania, 
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filvania, and cauſe of the TurkſhWar. That 
they have ſacrificed to their barred, and en- 
vy _—_ the Houſe of Auftria, the beſt 
purchaſed Provinces of the Empire, in which 
they have exerciſed their Treacherics and 
Treaſons. That they have done all this to 
make good their ground in the Provinces 
they have torn from the _—_— and which 
they cannot retain by any other lawful right, 
In a word, that their aim in all theſe Proceed- 
ings is only to renewthe Treaty of Peace,up- 
on pretence that we have broke it, to the 
end they may the better retain their Ulſur- 
pations,and have an occaſion of ſeizing what 
is left of the Empire. 

This Speech was convincing, and we 
could do no leſs than to preſs anew the 
French Embaſladour to oblige the Sicur de 
Vernay to depart Poland : We told him 
from the King and Senate, that we would 
no longer be ſatisfied with the vain preten- 
ces he alledged to detain him. Then 
Monſieur the Marquis de Vitry declared, 
( which he durſt not do the laſt time ) that 
Monſieur Du Uernay Boucauld, was joint 
Embaſſadour with him from the French 
King. He came thus far ro fave him by 
the quality of Embaſladour, ſheltering him 
under the Law of Nations. 

CT: This 
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This Declaration ſtopt our Polander”s 
mouths; they thought no more of demand- 
ing the departure of him that was the real 
Author of the Rebellion of Hungary; and 
they ſpoke not the leaſt word to pur a ſtop 
to his licentiouſneſs by a juſt advice: On 
the contrary, they promiſed the Embaſla-. 
. dour, that the Sieur Du UVernay, his pretend- 
ed Companion, ſhould have all liberty to 
= RSm | 
* This ſoft and complying behaviour of 
the Polanders cannot be better excuſed , 
than by ſaying, ' that without doubt they 
remembred upon this occaſion, that the 
. French of late years, make no greater com- 
 plaint, than when their Embaſſadobrs or 
Agents, that have liberty in all Countries, 
are touched, though never lo lightly. 

' (Theſe are the words of Charls Paſcal, 
a French-man, in his Treatiſe he made of 
Embaſhes.) ** And they do like the Wolts., 
who draw the Sheep far from the Shepherd, 
that they may afterwards deyour them. In 
fine, it 1s upon theſe frivolous accuſations, 
that the French, to have ſome pretence for 
making War, have at other times ſo loud- 
ly complained, and not long fince, againſt 
Germany, ſaying, They obſerved not the 
law of Nations, and broke the moſt _ 

Ef | onds 
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bonds of _—_— and the Peace tas. 
' wards -_ _—_ adors Jo - the ſame 
rime, they paſſed by and endured, withour 
one word ſpeaking, the horrid injuries and 
moſt barbarous ulage cheir Embaſſadours 
received at the Ottoman Porrt. 
I muſt needs tell you here, Sir, that if 
you wonder that we ſuffer the French Emil- 
ſaries in Poland, under the pretended quali- 
ty of an Embaſſadour we have much more 
reaſon to admire in Poland that the French 
are received in the awe Courts in Ger- 
many with great kindneſs and fatisiaQion, 
notwithſtanding there is ,ſo much reaſon ta 
miſtruſt their intentions. | 
This makes me think, dear Sir, that 
even at this day we might (ce the obſcryance 
of the Laws, the love of your Country, the 
love and reſpet due to the Emperour, in 
which you were {o exact the laſt age, ſub- 
ſiſt amongſt you, if the French had nox 
been the firſt in changing this good order, 
by conjuring with: the Turks. Then, *tis 
true, a Law made in a Diet was publiſh- 
ed in Germany ; by which all fort of com- 
merce with the Turks, and the French , 
their Confederates, was forbidden through 
the whole Empire; to hinder the ſprouting 
of the ſeeds of Diyiſion and _— 
; whic 
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which that perfidious Nation caſis where- 
ever it is admitted. Since no French Em- 
baſſadour was admitted in any one Court 
in Germany, {o little did they truſt the 
French; and ſcarce would the Princes of the 
Empire receive Letters from that Count 
try. Now things are much changed, and 
we may well cry, when we ſee the-preſent 
miſeries of Germany, O tempora !' O mores ! 

Yet all the World has not the ſame opi- 
nion of the French. But to convince you, 
I will give you an examplc ſo much the 
more to be imitated, becauſe it would be 
extremely advantagious to Germany, it the 
ſame were done there. It happened in Po- 
land, The Caſtellan of Primiſlau, percei- 
ving that neither his Majeſty of Psland, 
nor the Senate expelled the French Spies, 
and moreover that their deſigns always ſuc- 
ceeded better and better, and thar they were 
going to deſtroy, by the Turkiſh War they 
were drawing on, a million of innocent 
Chriſtians, refuſed to permit the Sieur Dx 
Vernay to enter his Village of Nimirovia, 
and aſſembled a number of men to oblige 
him to paſs another way ; ſo much did he 
fear this man, of whom he had heard fo 


many things. __

There wanted'not for great complaints 
The Marquis de Vitry was highly inccnſed, 
and ſought all ways of revenge. Arid as 
he. is the Moſt Chriſtian King's Embaſla- 
dour, went direaly to Court, to lay before 
his Majeſty of Poland, after his own faſhion, 
the affront and indignity, offered contrary 
to the Law of Nations, to his Companion, 
the Sicur da Vernay ; and was ſo bold as to 
demand that the Caſtellan ſhould be impri- 
ſoned tor ſatisfaftion. The King could not 
endure this confidence, and told him very 
harſhly, Thar it was to no purpoſe to couch 
- the Sieur du Vernay under the quality of 
Ambaſladour, that the T ragedies he afted 
under the vain pretence of an Embaſly were 
well known ; that all the devices of the 
French, and their contraQts with the Turk 
were diſcovered; that the places where 
Ahakia and du Vernay had Conferences were 
named; their reſolutiongand deſigns known; 
that we could exaRly tell how much Mc- 
ney was ſent from France ta Hungary; and 
how they had uſed violence, deceit, and 
wicked practices againſt the Emperour, to 
the misfortune of Chriſtendoen. 

The Ambaſladour would have cleared 
himfelt of thoſe things, with which, he ſaid, 
we wrongfully charged his Nation. He- 

D thought 
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thought there was no body could convict 
the French of their aftions in this Country. 
"But the King, who grew hot, would not 
hear him. He only told him, he would lay 
10090 Piſtols with him, that we would prove 
undeniably all that he had aid: 

I rell you nothing here, Sir, but what I 
have ſcen-and heard, and if you had been 
preſent, you would have thought with me, 
you had heard Cicero ſpeak in the Roman 
Senate, inſtcad of the King of Poland. How, 
long, Catiline, wil! you abuſe our patience ? 
How /ong ſhall your fury ſport at us ? to what 
end will your impudegce come £ are you igno- 
rant that all your Defigns are known to u2 
don't you perceive that al! my Citizens are con- 
vinced of the Conſpiracy you carry on with the 
Malecontents of Hungary and the Turks? 

The Marqueſs de Vitry preſſed no farther 
for the liberty of the French Agents. He did 
not, like Catiline, pray we ſhould not enter- 
tain thoſe thoughtsof him and his, which na 
Body believ'd; that when Hwngary were loſt, 
we ſhould have need of the French. He look- 
ed like one aſtoniſhed at this blow. He ſtood 
amazed, and his filence ſufficiently confirm- 
cd the thing. All the other French that were 
preſent, in a conſternation, fixed their Eyes 
upon the ground, and lifted them notup bur 
a 
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to look upon each other, as it were accuſin 
themſelves. So certain it is, that the inward 
ſting of Conſcience, and the ſecret power of 
Truth, daſhes the moſt fierce and confident, 
and by reducing the guilty to a ſhameful fi- 
lence, forces them to make ſome ſort of con- 
ſelfhion of their Cfimes | 
Sir, Here you have a very acceptable Hi- 
ſtory to tell ſuch of your Countrymen as can 
well praiſe all the French aions, whether 
good or bad. Next, you may ask them, 
whether they expect a good Peace with the 
French, becauſe they fo highly cxtoll the 
advantages and pleaſures of Peace. 
' If the Ghoſt of the Emperour Tiberius 
ſhould come from Hell, and appear in your 
aſſembly of rhe States of the Empire, how 
juſtly would he blame you,and fay, O men, 
born to ſlavery! will your ſoftneſs extend ſe far 
«5 n9t to beheve. but that we only imagine what © 
i done openly in fight of the whole world, which 
we ſee, and even feel. This I fay, becauſe I 
know there are ſome amongſt you, that {uf- 
ficiently miſtruſt the French, to know what 
they are to think of them, whether they 
ſulpe& them for not obſerving the Peace, or 
for entring into a League with the 7wrks. 
Bur I alſo belieye, which is much better, 


that there are many Germans, who will talk 
EE RODE . Lo 
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: . boldly of taking away the ſnares that are laid 
for them, and endeayouring to defend the 
liberty of their Country. I ſtill remember 
what I ſaw in Germany when I travelled in 
it. Art leaſt I doubt not, but that it you 
would Unite your ſelves to re-eſtabliſh the 
plory of Germany, and retain the valour of 
your Anceſtors, you might live at home like 
Kings, and laugh at thoſe who have made 
themſelves {laves to France: 

- But what fide muſt be taken in fogreat a 
_ diverſity of Opinions, and among ſo many 
occaſions of fear on both ſides. My opinion 
- 1s little to the purpoſe, but if you-will believe 
me, you would judge, that you haye moſt 
reaſon to fear what threatens you from the 
Eaſt, than from any other place. For what 
can you expett from a War with the Turk 
but the total ruine of your Goods, and ut- 
ter deſtruftion of your Countrey. There is 
an end of your Liberty, your Religion,your 
Life, and all you can loſe in this Werld. 

So thart ſince you have ſti]]- time to con- 
ſider what you are to do, imagine ſome- 
times your Churches, your Houſes, your 
Wives, your Children and your Country, 
coming to you and conjuring by all they 
have deſerved from you, that you will not 
leave them as a prey to your common Ene- 
| mies, 
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mies, and to prevent the Miſeries of a cruel 
{layery that threatens their Liberty. - 

If you will ay that Herca/es himſelf wont 
encounter two; that therefore you mult treat 
with the French at any rate. You may 
ſtill chink, if you pleaſe, that the Kingdom 
of Hungary is of far greater yalue and con- 
ſequence, as being the bulwark of Chriſten- 
dom, than the City of Strashurg. T hat at 
preſent you muſt behave your ſelf like a 
prudent Pilot in a Storm, who chules rather 
to caſt his Merchandiſe into the Sea, than 
venture loſing all, by endeayouring to pre- 
ſerve all. But I muſt alſo tell you, that you 
have reaſon to fear, leſt under thoſe beau- 
titul Leaves, a Snake lyes hid. You. muſt be- 
lieve the French have ſtirred up the Turks. 
And theſe ſhall no ſooner have entred A4u- 
ftria, beſieged Vienna, as without doubt they 
will beſicge ir, deſtroyed all the Country 
round it; and finally reduced Germany to 
the laſt Extremities; but the French,invited 
by your Prayers, will voluntarily come of- 
fer you their Service. Bur inſtead of Wa- 
eer to quench the Fire, they will bring Oyl 
to make it the fiercer, 

Sir, I ſhall not ſay many other things that 

I think about this matter. I ovly add, thar 
methinks I ſee a Hiſtory, almoſt the _ 
wit 
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with that we read of a Roman Emperor; 


who had a Fancy to ſet on fire the four 
corners of Rome for the Pleaſure, as he ſaid 

of ſeeing a Fire equal to that of Troy and 
thereby to have an occaſion of doing good 
to the miſerable Citizens, who would come 
to complain of their Miſerics and Misfor- 


tunes. Perhaps Nero, in this cruel Scene; de- 


fired nothing but the Glory of building a | 
new City, and calling = his own Name: 

It you believe me, endeavour above all 
things to take away the Snares that are laid 
for you. The French King, as all other 
Chriſtian Princes, is obliged to defend you 
againſt the Turks 3 and you will have fo 
little trouble 'in obtaining of it, that he has 
already agreed upon it with your Enemy. 


; But what will be the event? You will infal- 


libly come to complain of one another, be- 
cauſe fore will be contented, and others diſ- 
ſatisfied; Whilſt you are taken up in theſe 
Diſputes, the French will do their Work, 
and at laſt you will find your ſelyes under 
their Dominion, caſt down, conquered and 
made Slaves without daring to ſay {o. 

Do not then ſtay to diſpute Rights and 
Intereſts, till the time when the noiſe of 
Arms and the fury of War will hinder you 
from hearing the Law. Be the —

and not the Caratii of your Couttry. In 
fine, remember that the members ſeparated 
from the Head languiſh away like Carcaſles. 
Be faithful co your Soveraign, the Empe- 
rour, your lawful Prince: He has aſcended 
the Throne by a right owned by all the 
World ; he has always upheld himſelf with 
Glory; you are uſed to obey him, and he 
always applicd himſelf to your preſeryation. 
You ought to -pay him all ſorts of reſpect, 
if youexpet in him a Proteftor and Father, 
and if you fear drawing the wrath of Hea- 
yen on your heads. What light would the 
Planets have it they darkned the Sun > If 
you prefer the Moon hid under the Flower- 
de-Luces before the Sun at which your Eagle 
looks;ifyou had rather be flayesto theFrench 
King, than obey the Emperour, all things 
will happen worſe and worſe to you; and 
you will draw all the Cruelty of the Barba- 
rians on you, as a puniſhntent of your Per- 
jury and breach of Faith. 

You are not ignorant of the reproach 
that we caſt upon you, »iz. that the Ger- 
mans are the only people that defire to be 
ſubje& co a Foreign Goyernmenr, and have 
no loye for their Country, Thar reproach 
cannot juſtly be retorred upon us; and Ger- 
many ſhall eyer find in the Polanders all fort 
of 
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of friendſhip and ſervice. We foreſee the 
dangers. that threaten us, and ſecing of ir, 
our Fore-fathers - example, our promiſed 
Faith, and our natural inclination, ſtir us 
up powerfully to the defence of our Coun- 
rey. 

Sir, I know, that to make you ſenſible of 
all that my Friendſhip and fincerity has 
made me ſay, I need only repreſent it to 
you. 'It only remains that I deſire you to 
tell me your Opinion with the ſame free- 
dom, that I may be delivered from the diſ- 
quietneſs the ſight of the preſent Evils, and 
the fear of thoſe that threaten us, has pur 
me into. It is time you ſhould read the pie- 
ces I ſend you.

Moſt Great King, 

-Mongſt other Books, I have hit upon that of 
the Life and Exploits of Cardinal Commendon 
who was ſent to this Court by the Pope, with 
the Quality of extraordinary Legate,m che Em- 

pire of S:giſmond, and Reign of Henry de Va- 
(bs: IT have obſerved in it, that it was that Cardinal's 
Maxm,Never to anſwer but with an affeted Silence and 
Contempr,to all thar his Enemies could do or ſay againft 
him. Without doubt, in his time, rhe ftate of Aﬀairs,the 
Cuſtoms and Spirits were very different from what they 
now are ; at leaſt, a long experience has made me judge 
them very different; and I know I cannor, without 
great diſadvantage, conceal or connive at 4 thing thar 
very much troubles me, I have underitood that the 
French King's Mimiſters, publiſhed ſome dayes ago, 
certain Lerters, which brought, as it were,aſſured Teſti- 
monies, that His Imperial Majeſties Envoy's only «But:- 
neſs with the Ortoman- Court was to endeavour, by all 
poſſi>le means,to turn the Turkiſh Armies againſt Poland. 
There 1s no Body bur fees, and your Majeſty muſt 
needs perceive, how 1njurtous this 1s to the Empire 
and to what cnd it 15 done. They give this out to dif- 
unire Two Kingdoms; both which, rt this preſent Con. 
junAure of Aﬀairs.have their Thick Intereſt in being firm 
E I; 
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ly united. Bur the Letters took not ſo great an effe&t as 
y expeted. The Spirits of this Court, were nor fo 
credulous as to believe them. They are tob well ſaris- 
fied in Poland, of the Picty and Aﬀettion of thoſe of rhe 
Houſe of Auſtria; to think that the Emperor, my Mas» 
ſter,gives his Embaſſadors ſuch baſe and unworthy Com- 
miſſions. There is no Body here that can doubt thar 
his Imperial Majeſty, would be as ſenſible of the loſs of 
Poland as of Hungary, fince it is as much his Intereſt to 
preſerve the one as the other. 
I come not hither,great King, totell you whatthrough 
my Averſion, I could publiſh upon little Rumours that 
have been ſpread among us ; I bring your Majeſty thoſe 
things, which I can beyond all diſpute, produce before 
the whole World, as the true Originals of Letters and 
Anſwers, which the moſt Chriſtian King's Embaſſador, 
Monſieur Du Vernay Boucauld, who 1s here preſent, has 
writ to Count Tebely, the Head of the Malecontents, or 
received from him. Theſe will evidently diſcover to 
your Majeſty, what Afﬀairs Mounſicur Du Vernay has 
reated about, with ſo much ſecrefie and circumſpeRi- 
on with Count Tehely; and the reaſon he had ſo canti- 
ouſly to conceal from you the Commiſſion he had in 
this Kingdom. 

IT humbly intreat your Majeſty to remember how ear - 
neſtly I intreated you, to remove the Sicur Du Vernay 
from your Court and Dominions, as a man pernicious 
to the Empire, and Po/and. You would have, Great 
King, invincible Proofs and Teſtimonies of what I rela- 
ted ; Here they are, ſuch as you will wiſh for, and I am 
perſuaded they will be ſufficient to make you judge the 
ſpeedy departure of Monſieur Du Vernay, out of your 
Kingdom, very neceſſary. Burt I fear, troubling your Ma- 
jeſty with a long Diſcourſe ; I paſs by a thouſand things 
which I could add; this Memorial is enough, To you I 
preſent jt with all imaginable reſpeR.

Which wa read in the preſence of hu Majeſty 
of Poland, and before the Princes and Mi- 


nifters of his Court ; at Tavoravia, the 6th 
of Ottober, 1682. 


Ince the laſt Memrial which I had the Honour to 
preſent to your Majeſty, I have endeavoured, ac- 
cording to the Advice of the Illuſtrious Lords of the 

Senate, to furniſh my ſelf with ſome piece that might 
evidently ſhew what Correſpondence the French King's 
Agents have in your Kingdom with Count Tehely, Head 
of the Malecontents in Hungary, Thete wanted alſo to 
inform you, what Bargains and Agreements paſled be- 
tween them, which, us I ſaid, tend to the breaking off 
the Peace and Treaties, that are between your Majeſty 
and the Emperor, my Maſter. You could not cafily be 
informed of it from any bur my ſelf. I know the 
French King's Miniſters daily aflur'd your Majeſty, . that 
they had a Hand in no ſuch thing; and that we accu- 
ſed them falſely. And the French would-no longer be 
ſuſpeKed to have any 11! Deſign againſt the Empire,after 
the Declaration the French King had made, at che rai- 
ſing the Bloccade of Luxemburg, His moſt Chriſtian ' 
Majeſty would inform all Europe, how he behaved him- 
ſelf in that occaſion ; and they were careful to carry his 
Declaration to all the Courts of the chief Chriſtian 
Princes, The French King plauſtbly declares, that 
having been informed of the Defigns which are carrying 
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on inthe Eaft againſt the Empire, he would put nothing 
in Execution which might hinder his Imperial Majeſty, 
and the moſt Auguſt Houſe of Auſflria, trom oppoſing 
the Turks with all their Forces,and providing for the com- 
mon good of Chriſtendom. 

T:11z could by nomeans allow your Majeſty to believe, 
that the French were in League with the Malecontents 
and Turks ; and that they contributed to the taking and 
prnorfne the Townsof Hungary; for that appeared to 

quite contrary to ſuch fair Declarations : But God, 
the Defender and Revenger of Chriſtians, has ordered 
- thoſe things to fall into my hands, which I lay at the 
foot of your Majeſties Throne ; and which I lay before 
the Eyes of the whole World. Theſe are the Sizur 
Du Vernays Letters, and Correſpondence with Count 
Tebeley ; which you will find diametrically oppoſite to 
thoſe Declarations, ſo worthy the Piery and Genero- 
lity of the moſt Chriſtian King. 

[ have made uſ? of no evil praQice for the obtaining 
theſe Letters: I have not, though 1 could have done it, 
ſo much as employed any Body to obſerve the French. 
And to tell you ail, I got theſe Letters by the means of 
the Steward of the moſt Illuftrious Lord Stadnich's 
Eſtate. The Sicur Du Vernay, after having long 1m- 
portuned the Monks of a Monaſtery of St. Baſil, went 
alſo ro importune the Steward, who is Caſtellan at Pre- 
miſlaw. $0. much he did, that he ſtirred up the Gen- 
tlemans Anger againſt himſelf, and fo conſequently he 
became my Friend, and has ever fince been very favour- 
able to my Intentions, This Cafte![an, ſome dayes ago, 
Nlopt certain Hungarians coming back from Nimraua, 
whither they went to ſee the Sjeur Du Vernayz immedi1- 
ately he ordered them to be brought to me, with the 
Letters he found about them. I preſently rook care to 
convey them tothe Emperour, my Maſter's Territories 
ſending at the ſame time the Letters, to rhe end that all 


the World might judge, whether I had not juſt cauſe to 
ſuſpe&

ſuſpe&, that the Sieur Du Vernay exceeded his Maſter's 
orders. 

Certainly, this Agent, this Miniſter, this Spy, this 
Ambaſſador, I know not what to call him, bur I mean 
Monficnr Da Vernay, has committed a great outrage 
againſt all Chriſtendom. Againſt the Emperor, 1n fo- 
mentingand contriving what he has againſthim. Againſt 
your Majeſty, in entertaininga Commerce fo unworthy, 
ſo pernicious,and for fo long a time, without your know- 
ledge, and inyour Kingdom, as if he had beenat home. 
I muſt add, for the Intereſt of your Kingdom, that this 
Condud has piven the World occafion to believe, that 
the Polanders were blind enough, nor to ſce thedangers 
their Neighbours made them fear, and that they would 
themſelves drive the Poniard to their own Breaſt, in 
permitting the Sieur Du Verray to live amongſt them. 
His proceeding will, without doubt, appear very in- 
Juriqus to the French King; for that Poſterity may 
judge and believe, that the great King, Lewis the XIV, 
Authorized or commanded, what the Sieur Du Vernay, 
his Agent did in his Name. | 

Your Majeſty will not take it 1Il, that we have diſco- 
vered to the Aſſemblies at Francfort and Ratisbonne, the 
Famous Exploits of the French, with the Turks and 
"Rebels of Hungary, in your Kingdom, which for ſo ma- 
ny Ages has been cloſely united with rhe Auguſt-Houſe 
of Auſtria; and has alwayes acknowledged its own Ive- 
reſt,to preſerve Hungary to the Empire, thinking it im- 
poſſible for Poland to ſubfiſt if Hungary ſhall fall, 

Ir 1s now a year, that the Sicur Du Vernay travels up 
and down ſeveral Parts of your Majeſtjes Dominions, 
on the Borders of Hungary, He always pretcnds his 
Maſters, as 1f we could fee that Dantzich or Rogiomont, 
which are the Places the French come through, were 
not nearer and more proper to receive what Orders the 
French King would ſend. But he fiays there to obſerve 
the nearer the Afﬀairs of Hungary ; Ir may be alſo, to 
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be in a beiter condition ro go give Count Tehkeley joy, 
and to get the reputation with him, of the Progreſs the 
Turks, by hits means, might make in that Country, 

I defire your Majeſty, that after you have ſeen the 
Memorial I preſent; and after you are convinced of all 
the Arts the French have uſed in this Kingdom, you 
will be pleaſed to order the Sieur Du Vernay to depart 
your Dominions, ſince he abuſes his Employments to 
the prejudice of all Chriſtendom; and renders himſelf 
unworthy the Prote&ion the Law of Nations allows. 

You may do it ſo much the more juſtly, great King, 
becauſe the Reman Catholick Church, your Mother, 
eſteems them as Excommunicated Perſons, who f:de 
with Infidels, whether it be carrying them Arms, or 
treating with them, 

The Sieur Du Vernay has drawn this upon his own head, 
and if he is pumiſhed according to his deſerts, the 
moſt Chriſtian King will baniſh him his Kingdom,for ex- 
cceding his Orders, and engaging his Maſter's Honour 
and Repuration. In fine, he has committed his Villa- 
nies in the French King's Name, and broke his Maſter's 
word; aRing in all things contrary to the obſervance of 
It, which if 1 ſhould fail in the World, could be no 
where found bur in the Mouth of a King or Prince. 

I doubt not, great King, bur all my preſling, reitc- 
rated and juſt inſtances, mill ar laſt take effet. The Al- 
hances and Treaties that are between this Kingdom and 
the Empire, require it from your Majeſty. And I alſo, 
with a moſt profound reſpe&, beg to be admitted to 
the honour of ſome part of: your AﬀeRions,

Received with great joy the Letters, you did methe 
honour to write to me, from the Camp before Fil- 
leck, encloſed in the Pacquets of our Ambaſſadors 
at Conſtantinople ; nevertheleſs, I was a little ſi 
that you ſhould ſeal them before he had (een them. I 
w alſo, you ſaid nething about the Siege of Filleck, 
However, I doubr not but that place, by this rime, is in 
youf power. Monfieur 7ayzel, I believe, knows by my 
laſt Letters, that I have ſeveral times endeayoured to 
ſend him what I promiſed, and ler him have what I 
have received, but I always wanted an opportunity. 
When you ſend any of your People ro me, order them 
not to come to my Houſe bur at Night, to the end we 
may do our buſineſs without any bodies knowledge. Bur 
whar I moſt earneſty defire is, that above all things, 
they take care not to follow rhe Road that goes direfly 
from Tavorauiato Nimirovia, Forhere are feyeral Po 
liſh Gentlemen, who, by the moſt Serene King of Po- 
land's Order, ſearch, vifit, and detain all ſtrangers that 
aſs, The ſafeſt way, in my Opinion 1s, that they 
cave Premiſlaw and Toreſlavia on the right hand, and 
follow the Road that leadsto Sandomiria, leſt they be 
ſeen to enter Nimirouia, where I am ſurrounded with 
Spyes. Irecommend the encloſed to you; and defire 
you to ſend them according to their Dire&ions, by the 
rſt opportunity. I will rake the ſame care 1n all things, 
you ſhall be pleaſed ro command me.

The Audience being ended, His Majeſty of Poland 
ſaid, he was convinced of the French Correſpon- 
dence with the Malecontents, He ſhew'd himſelf 
very angry that the thing had been conceal'd from him. 
Next day ſome of the chief Officers of his Court, had 
Order to go and command the Steur Du Vernay imme- 
diatelv to depart the Kingdom. He ſaid, he would obey 
his Majcſties Order ; bur that he carneſty defired thoſe 
Gentlemen to give him ſome dayes, that he mighr take 
rhe Coach of Tranſilvania. On the other fide, the Em- 
peror's Reſident uſed all diligence, and with great ſuc- 
cc ; for Monfieur Du Vernay's Letter-carrier, called, 
Kel: m2ſchi, returned to Nimiroura before his departure. 
This Courricr came with thoſe whom Tekeley ſent_torhe 
Steur Du Vernay, with his Letters; and thoſe of his great 
Apent and Confident 7aygel. Theſe Courriers were ſci- 
zed, and the Letters they had intercepted. Theſe Ler- 
tzrs were partly writ in Cyphers.

{ am beholding to you for all you have done for him, 
and ſhall acknowledge it, as occzfion ſerves: Ir is time 
I ſhould inform you, of the preſent ſtare of my Aﬀairs, 
After I had taken Caſſnia, and entered ſome Forts 
about it, I went with the Vizier of Budas Troops, to 
atrack the Famous Fort of Fiilech: The Inhabitants re- 
fuſed, at firſt, to put themſelves under my Prote&ion 
bur after a fortnighrs Siege, they came to beg I would 
admir them to Capitulare; I granted them what they 
acked; which was, that the Garriſon, and what other 
Prople there was, ſhould go out, carrying with them as 
much as they could upontheir Backs : Then I raiſed the 
Fort, in ſight of the Imperial Army, which was hard 
by in the Mountains, As I am now irformed, ir is 
marched away: and having ſacked the Town of Vteuz/ols, 
and other places, retires very haſtily. I defign to follow 
the Inipertaliſts, and drive them far off, to reſtore my 

Country to its former Liberty, Ar length the Emperor 

will be forced to yield by Force, what we begasa Favour. 

Heaven has commiſerared my Fortune indeed ſomewhat 

fare ; bur I alſo hope, it will draw on a greater and more 

ſpeedy Vengeance. Sir, I will rake care ro mform you of 

all my other Afairsz however 1 defire you alwayes tg 

ſtand my Friend.

, above a thouſand Fanizaries were ſlain. After- 
wards, the Vizier made all the Hungarians that 
were preſent, and were under the Prince of Tranfalvania's 
Dominion, be brought before our Illnſtrious Count ; then 
all the Eſtates of the upper Hungary being aſlembled, 
Monficur Tekeley was proclaimed King, and confirmed 
in that Quality by the Great Turk, who fent him from 
the Port, a Hat inſtead of a Crown, with a Standard, 
and Sceprer. After the' Ceremony, the Count very 
modeſtly refuſed the Title of King : He is ſatisfied with 
that of Prince Regent of Hungary: His Titles are, Eme- 
ricus Thokohias Princeps, ac partium Regnt Hungarie D6- 
minus, &c. After this Ele&ton, the Vizier gave him the 
beſt Troops, to purſue at the Head of the Army, thaſe 
of the Imperialiſts. Caprara having deſerted the Moun- 
tains, pillaged the Towns, and abandoned the Forts V7- 
gles and Zhan, is at laſt retired, and has taken his way 
towards Threnezin, Sir, we had done ſomething more, 
but we have not received what you promifed us, and 
without that ſupply, we are forced to proceed gently 
In our Buſineſs. Monſieur Nemeſſant is gone to treat of 
Afﬀairs at the French King's Courr, He needs your In- 
ſtrufions ; we have ordered him in all things, to at 
to your Honour. We will very ſaddenly fend you an 
Expreſs; I beg of you for God's ſake, make him up as
